If the child lives here it will 
be permitted to proceed home and will 
be isolated there and kept under obser- 
vation. If stopping temporarily in the 
city it will be taken to the Isolation 
hospital. If passing through it will be 
permitted to proceed, and the authori- 
ties at its destination will be notified 
by wire. 

If there are other symptoms besides 
the high temperature, the child will be 
taken to the isolation hospital at once. 

Up to 8 o’clock the passengers arriv- 
ing on three trains had been examined. 
On the three trains there were 13 chil- 
dren and all were in good health. No 
sick adults were found. Adult passen- 
gers will be examined only if they are 
sick, to determine what illness they are 
suffering from.

IN NEW YORK OF 


INFANT PARALYSIS 


Eight Hundred Cases Reported 
in That Period of Which 95 
Are New Today. 


NEW YORK, July 8.—Although this 
was the hottest day since the begin- 
ning of the epidemic of infantile 
paralysis two weeks ago, there 
were fewer fatalities from the dis- 
ease yesterday. During the 24 hours 
preceding 10 o'clock today the dis- 
ease killed 18 children in the Great- 
er City, 13 of this number dying in

That not 50 of the cases reported to 
the health authorities as acute anterior 
poliomyletis, or infantile paralysis, are 
genuine is the statement made by Dr. 
Thomas Darlington, formerly President 
of the Board of Health. 

An urgent appeal for more doctors and 
nurses was made by the Brooklyn 
Health Department. The absence of 
many doctors on their vacations and 
with regiments at the border made it 
difficult, the department said, to get 
volunteers. 

“These inspectors from the public 
hospital service.“ said Dr. Haven Em- 
erson, the City Health Commissioner, 
‘will not take over our administration. 
They are empowered to go anywhere 
and adopt any measures not allowed to 
the experts of our department. We can- 
not go beyond the city limits.” 

Dr. Emerson declared it would be 
impracticable to prevent parents and 
children from leaving the city even 
though they come from infected dis- 
tricts. No known cases may be moved, 
however, and none will be permitted to 
leave New York City, and all persons 
in contact with the disease must remain 
here. 

Doubt if Disease Will Spread. 
The health officials attach little 
significance thus far to reports of iso- 
lated cases in other parts of the coun- 
try outside New York State. 

Advices from other states, however, 
show that State and municipal health 
officers are on their guard and tak- 
ing precautions. 

The epidemic here has cast its shad- 
ow in many places. Children under 16 
have been barred not only from moving

SPRING LAKE, N. J., July 8—The 
man-eating shark which tore to deatu 
Charles Bruder, bellboy of the Essex 
and Sussex Hotel, has frightened thou- 


sands of summer residents from Atlan- 
tic Highlands to Point Pleasant and put 
a sudden check to surf bathing. The 
young man's tragic deatn, coupled with 
that of Charles E. Vansant under sim- 
ilar circumstances, a few days previ- 
ously at Beach Haven, 2 miles south 
of here, has caused a feeling that surf 
bathing under present conditions is a se- 
rious hazard. 

Mayor Oliver H. Brown, President of 
the Borough Council, in special confer- 
ence with Councilman D. H. Hill and 
others, arranged to take emergency 
measures today and later to combine 
with other towns in a genral plan of 
safety. Two motor boats were en- 
gaged and manned with men provided 
with rifles. These boats, with their ex- 
hausts open, began a patrol of the beach 
just outside the life lines to maintain 
their vigil during the official bathing 
hours. Bathers were warned that if 
they went in the water at any other 
time they would do so at their peril. 
ew went into the water,, and those 
who did kept inside the ropes. 

It is believd here sharks will not at- 
tack a bather if there is a commotion 
in the water outside the bathing line, 
or if several bathers are swimming in 
the immediate vicinity of each other.

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Power of Attackers’ Guns Attested in Complete- 
ness of Wreck—British Officer Says

PARIS, July -A French official ob- 
server, describing conditions in the vil- 
lage of Fricourt after it had been taken 
by the British in the recent advance 
north of the Somme, says: 

“Fricourt, as did Montauban, present- 
ed a spectacle in ruins which were in 
a state of such complete disorder as to 
show the power of the new British 
heavy guns. It now is the Germans’ 
turn to pulverize the ruins, and they 
are destroying what remains of the 
shattered relics. 

“Everywhere are dead. Behind a de- 
molished parapet a German grenadier 
still holds a grenade clutched in his 
dead hand. Farther along is a group of 
three German infantrymen, torn to 
pieces by shells and then half covered 
by falling walls. In every corner and 
in the holes made by the shells are dead 
and still more dead. 

Prisoners Questioned. 

“The battle continues not far off and 
the grenade fighting is going on. We 
plainly hear the repeated explosions of 
these projectiles. German shells keep 
falling without cessation on the Western 
end of the village. 

“Back of the firing line we come 
across a group of prisoners from the 
186th Regiment of Prussian infantry, of 
which an entire battalion has surren- 
dered. We pause to interrogate them. I 
put the following questions to them: 

„Where were you before coming

‘We were without shelter and the ar-

ATTACK AGAINST 
PRINCE LEOPOLD 


Germans Also Claim to Have 
Gained Advantages South 
of Lutsk. 


RETIREMENT ON STYR 


Teutons Were Exposed to 


Double Outflanking Move- 
ment. 


BERLIN, via Loadon, July . — Heavy 
attacks by the Russians against German 
troops. of Prince Leopold in the Barno- 
vichi region have been repulsed with 
losses of thousands in dead to the at- 
tacking forces, according to today’s of- 
ficial War Office announcement. 
Russian assaults northwest of Buc- 
zacz in Galicia also were fruitless, and 
in Volyhnia the Germans gained advan- 
tages south of Lutsk. . 
The withdrawal of Teutonic lines 
along the bend of the Styr River in 
Vollynia, where the advanced posi- 
tions were exposed to pressure from 
notably superior hostile forces, was 
announced in the Austro-Hungarian 
report of July 7, received here today. 
The official statement says: 

Prisoners Reported Taken. 

“Russian front—In Bukowina in 
successful engagements our troops 
brought in 600 prisoners and four ma- 
chine guns. 

“In southeastern Galicia, between 
Delatyn and Sadzovka, a Russian at- 
tack in strong force was defeated by 
Alpine territorials. 

“Further north in the Kolki district 
the situation is unchanged, no import- 
ant events having ocurred, 

“Austro-Hungarian troops fighting 
along the bend of the Styr, oposed for 
four weeks past to hostile forces 
which have increased from three fold 
to five fold superiority, received yes- 
terday an order to withdraw their 
most advanced lines which were ex- 
posed to a ouble outflanking move- 
ment. Assiste by the cooperation of 
German troops west of Kolki and by 
the heroic action of the Polish Legion 
near Kaloda, the movement was exe- 
cuted undisturbed by the enemy. 

“Yesterday was quiet with the Aus- 
tro-Hungarian troops northeast of Bar- 
anovichi. The enemy there suffered ex- 
traordinary losses in attacks against po- 
sitions of the allies (Teutonic). 

Says Hospital Was Shelled. 

In the district of Ikva Springs, the 
enemy artillery shelled an Austro-Hun- 
garian field hospital, although it was 
most clearly marked as such. 

“If such breaches of the law of na- 
tions are repeated we shall direct our 
guns against the monastery of Novo- 
Poczayev, which has been spared most 
carefully during almost one year’s oc. 
cupation. 

“Italian front—In the Doberdo district 
artillery activity was revived east of 
Selz.- Infantry engagement also oc- 
curred in which our troops fully main- 
tained their positions. 

In the southern Sugana Valley Italian 
troops in strong force attacked our 
front between ~Cimudici and Monte 
Zebio. 

The enemy everywhere was repulsed, 
in some placesc by hand-to-hand fight- 
ing.“ 


RUSSIA REPORTS 
CAPTURE OF TWO 
MORE VILLAGES 


Forces Advance in Region West 
of Czartorysk on the 
River Styr. 


PETROGRAD, via London, July . 
The Russian advance in the Czartorysk 
region, in which the attacking German 
troops were thrown back yesterday, has 
been pushed further. The War Office 
last night announced the capture of the 
Villages of Dolzyca and Cruziatyn. The 
number of German and Austrian prison- 
ors continues to increase. 

The announcement follows: 

“Our troops continue to develop their 
successes in the region west of the Czar- 
torysk sector on the River Styr. Fol- 
lowing the capture of the Village of 
Grady and after a hot bayonet en- 
counter, the village ot Gruziatyn were 
taken. The number of German and Aus- 
trian prisoners continues to increase. 

“On the front south of the Stokhod 
River the enémy is maintaining a very 
violent fire in numerous sectors. North 
of the lower Lipa, under cover of artil- 
lery fire, the enemy attempted to take 
the offensive in the region of Schkelln 
and Dubovya, but was repulsed. The ar- 
tillery fire continues, 

“On the Galician front there were 
artillery duels at many points. In the 
region east of Montasterzyska on the 
Koropiec River our troops continue to 
press back the enemy. West of the 
village of Sadzavki, east of Delatyn, 
we captured a position of the enemy 
and took some German prisoners. 

“Southwest of Lake Narocs (south 
of the Dvinsk) the Germans made a 
fierce counter-attack and reconquered 
part of the trenches they lost yester- 
day. The fighting continues. 

“On @ considerable part of the front 
between the Upper Nieman and -the 
Pinsk marshes there Were violent ar- 
tillery duels. East of Baranovichi in 
the region of the village of Odchoy- 
tchina the Germans pressed us back 
slightly as a result of a violent coun- 
ter-attack but our concentrated 
fire compelled the Germans to with- 
draw. In the Baranovichi region our 
machine guns engaged in duels with 
German machine guns in the course of 
several night attacks and reduced 
them to silence. 

In the recent fighting the machine 
runner, Aloda, particularly distin- 
guished himself. Although wounded 
in the head and bruised by splinters 
he did not desert his post and he in- 


j tlicted enormous losses on the enemy.”

THE NEW POLI 
OF ALIES ON SEA 


That Belligerent 
Rights Will Be Exercised in 
Accord With Law of Nations. 


“ORDERS IN COUNCIL 1916” 


All Made Under Declaration of 
London Since Beginning of 
War Are Withdrawn. 


~ 


LONDON, July 8—In accordance 
with the recent decision of the Brit- 
ish Government to discontinue the 
partial enforcement of the Declaration 
on London, which has reference to the 
conduct of naval warfare, an order in 
council is published in the London Ga- 
zette, under which all orders made 
under the Declaration of London 
since the beginning of the war are 
withdrawn. 

The new order declares it to be the 
intention of Great Britain and her al- 
lies to exercise their belligerent rights 
at sea in strict accordance with the 
law of nations. On account of the 
changed conditions of commerce and 
the diversity of practice, doubts might 
arfse in certain matters as to the 
rules which the allies might regard 
as in conformity with the law of na- 
tions and it is ordered that the fol- 
lowing provisions be observed: 

1. The hostile destination required 
for the condemnation of contraband 
articles shall be presumed to exist 
until the contrary is shown if the 
goods are consigned to or for an 
enemy authority or agent of an en- 
emy state or to or for a person in the 
territory belonging to or occupied by 
the enemy, or to or for a person who 
during the present hostilities has for- 
warded contraband goods to an enemy 
authority or agent of an enemy state 
or to or for a person in territory be- 
longing to or occupied by the enemy, 
or if the goods are consigned ‘to or- 
der’ or if the ship’s papers do not 
show who is the real consignee of 
the goods. 

Ultimate Destination. 

“2. The principle of continuous 
voyage or ultimate destination shall 
Le applicable both in cases of con- 
traband and blockade. 1 

“3. A neutral vessel carrying con- 
traband with papers indicating a neu- 
tral destination which, notwithstand- 
ing the destination shown on the pa- 
pers, proceeds to an enemy port, shall 
be liable to capture and condemnation 
if she is encountered before the end 
of her next voyage. 

“4. A vessel carrying contraband 
shall be liable to capture and condem- 
nation if the contraband, reckoned 
either by value, weight, volume or 
freight, forms more than half the 
cargo.“ 

It is further ordered that nothing in 
the new régulations shall be deemed 
to affect the order in council of 
March 11, 1915, for further restricting 
the commerce of the enemy or any 
proclamations declaring articles to be 
contraband of war during the present 
hostilities; nor shall the new regula- 
tions affect the validity of anything 
done under the orders in council now 
withdrawn. img 

Prize Court Proceedings. 

Any cause or proceeding commenced 
in prize court before the making of 
the new order may, if the court thinks 
it just, be heard and decided under the 
orders withdrawn, so far as they were 
in force when such cause or proceed - 
ing was begun or would have been 
applicable in such cause or proceed- 
ing if the new order had not been 
made. 

The new order is cited as “maritime 
rights orders in council, 1916.”

LINCOLN EYRE SAYS 


Big Siege Guns Are Advanced for Bombardment 
of German Third Lines—Airmen Harass 
the Enemy. |

PARIS, July 8.—The strenuous activity 

of their aerial bombardments at sig- 

nificant points behind the German front, 
and the renewed thunder of their heavy 
batteries directed against the German 
third line defense from emplacements 
considerably in advance of their original 
artillery positions, is evidence that the 

French have not yet finished with the 

Germans on the Somme. 

To what extent the moving forward of 
the cumbersome siege guns to catch up 
with the four-mife advance of the in- 
fantry has progressed cannot of course 
be stated, but I am authorized to rec- 
ord the fact that not only all the field 
pleces, but many of the big caliber can- 
non as well are now in readiness to pul- 
verize the trenches between the French 
troops and Peronne whenever the high 
command gives the word. 

The shelling already under way is ex- 
tremely vigorous, though it has not 
reached the proportions attained during 
the preparatory bombardment in the 
last days of June. It is designed to im- 
pede the passage of the reinforcements 
being pushed to the Peronne front as 
fast as trains can carry them, harass 
the Germans in the third line trenches 
and act as a deterrent of counter-at- 
tacks. 

Airmen Are Assisting. 

The long range guns dropping destruc- 
tion into the German cantonments many 
miles behind the firing line, have been 
ably assisted by the airmen, who as a 
result of bomb dropping excursions 
against Ham-les-Moines, the most im- 
portant junction of the railroads serv- 
ing the Somme sector from the north- 
east, have forced the Germans entirely 
to rebuild the roadbed. , 

As Ham-les-Moines is only about 
eight miles from the great general 
staff's headquarters at Charleville, 
where the Kaiser is said to be stopping, 
the aircraft raids of Wednesday and 
Thursday afternoon are believed to have 
created moral as well as material havoc. 
A good sized convoy of Fokkers and 
Aviatiks guarding Charleville arose to 
attack the French battle planes con- 
voying the bigger bombing machines, 
and thereby lost at least two of their 
number without damaging the French 
equadron. 

So overwhelming was the effect of the 
French offensive that not until Wednes- 
day night did the Germans rally suf- 
ficiently to challenge the occupation of 
all their first and second line positions 
from Clery to Estrees, a distance of 
about six miles. 

A fresh division brought by rail from 
a reserve depot near siezieres, assisted 
by two weary regiments of the Six- 
teenth Silesian Corps, struck at the 
village of Hem, but succeeded merely 
in getting a temporary foothold in two 
small woods lying south of the road 
from Clery to Maricourt. The French 
general officer commanding in this re- 
gion slightly advanced his left wing and 
thus adroitly flung the Germans back 


shrapnel inundating them, and simul- 
taneously occupied another wood to the 
northeast of Hem.. 
German Charges Broken Up. 

Four further charges attempted by 
the Germans in the same sector Thurs- 
day morning and afternoon were brok- 
en up before the assaulting waves 


of the Somme, Gén. von Einem launched 
one attack against Belloy-En-Santerre 
Wednesday night and several bitter on- 
slaughts were made against Berney-En- 
Santerre, two miles southward, Thurs- 
day afternoon. 

Two companies of Bavarians were an- 
nihilated in the latter action, having 
braved the Seventy-five’s curtain of fire 
only to come under a concentric volley 
from a nest of French machine guns. 

It has been ascertained that along the 
10 miles of front on which the French 
have been waging their offensive there 
were, on July 1, 27 German battalions 
and that since then four reserve divi- 
sions, or the equivalent of another 60 
battalions, have been transported thith- 
er: 

Two of the fresh divisions have al- 
ready suffered severe losses in the cost- 
ly counter attacking recorded above. 

Of the French troops engaged I am 
permitted only to say that the Foreign 
Legion, which is one of several regi- 
ments comprised in the Moroccan divi- 


sions, has added to its many previous: 


distinctions an amazingly swift consoli- 
dation of the captured German positions 
in Asservielles, which its soliders accom- 
plished under a heavy fire in one night, 
and by the taking of Belloy-en-Santerre 
at the point of the bayonet the follow- 
ing morning. 

No authentic news has yet been re- 
ceived of any of the 30 Americans still 
in the Legion. The names of Gen, Bal- 
fourier, who commands the Iron Twen- 
tieth Corps, and Gen. Fayelle, command- 
ing the Moroccan division of the Coloni 
al Infantry, are becoming familiar 
everywhere in France. 

German officers captured before Ver- 
dun and at the Somme, meeting at the 
prison camp at Blank, exchanged the 
latest news regarding the activities of 
the different sectors. 

Bavarian Captain’s Story. 

A Bavarian Captain captured 
the French stormed Friese said: 

“The bombardment began June , and 
the attack was expected June 28. In- 
stead, however, the bombardment inten- 
sified and increased for three days more 
before the attack began. 

“At the apex of the cannonade it is 
estimated 900 shells per minute rained 
on the German positions. The constantly 
bursting shells caused such atmospheric 
concussions and detonations of the 
earth that officers and men were sick- 
ened and nauseated by the incessant 
trembling. During the three days prior 
tu the attack the Germans were listiess 
and apathetic, took no nourishment, but 
craved water, as all the communications 
were cut off and the pipe lines shat- 
tered. 

“When the French infantry finally 
started to charge and the bombardment 
stopped I telephoned to the rear for 
reinforcements, but the French barrier 
fire prevented the reserves debouching. 
We dragged a machine gun from a dug- 
out to a crater, but a French aviator 
signalled the batteries and a shell 
dropped among us. The next thing I 
knew I was a prisoner.”’ 

A German officer captured at Thiau- 
mont said: 

“I don’t know if the high command 
really expects to capture Verdun. I was 
the sole officer left of my original bat- 
talion. We had been sent to the rear 
five times for the ranks to be filled and 
then sent to the front again five times.

Inception of diplomatic conversations 
await a suggestion from Gen. Carranza 
as to how they should progeed. State 
Department officials believe more can 
be accomplished through informal con- 
ferences between Arredondo and Frank 
L. Polk, acting Secretary of State, than 
by @ more formal change of views. They 
are willing to accede, however, to some 
other plan should the de facto Govern- 
ment propose it. 

Officials did not fail to note that Sec- 
retary Lansing, in his reply to Car- 
ranza, laid stress upon the desirability 
of giving quick and practical consid- 
eration to the immediate conditions 
along the border, which have been a 
geurce of controversy. The language of 
ce communication plainly intimates 
that a speedy solution of that problem 
will be sought, whatever time may be 
allowed afterward to find a means of 
aiding the de facto Government in re- 
storing normal economic conditions 
throughout Mexico. 


Text of Lansing’s Note. 
gecretary Lansing’s note, addressed to 
Arredondo, which was forwarded to his 
Government by the Ambassador desig- 
nate soon after it was handed to him 
yesterday, follows: 

“Bir: I have the honor to acknowl- 
edge the receipt of your communication 
of July 4, 1916, in which you transcribe 
a note addressed to me by the Secretary 
of Foreign Relations of your Govern- 
ment and to request to you that vou 
Will transmit to him the following te- 
piy: 

“Mr. Secretary: 

J have the honor to acknowledge tie

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MILITIA SHOWS PROGRESS 
TOWARD ARMY STANDARDS 


Regulars and Observers Along Border Agree It 
Is Possible to Report Improvement— 
New Mexican Guards. 


By CLAIR KENAMORE. 
A Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

EL PASO, Tex., July 8—Army men 
and observers of events along the bor- 
der watch with keenest interest advances 
made by the State militia towards reg- 
ular army standards, and all agree, 
supporters and opposers of the State 
troops, that it is possible to report prog- 
ress. 

The first militia to be called out for 
border service was that of Texas, New 
Mexico and Arizona, nearly two months 
ago. Lately, militia of all the states 
has been called to the colors. These 
last are but newly on the ground and 
the men have hardly got straightened 
out. Some of them are not yet here, 
and an order by Secretary Baker re- 
leasing from service on request ali 
those with one or more dependent rela- 
tives will probably take half the men 
home. In that disorganized condition, 
it is doubtful if any fair estimate of 
their ability to be made into soldiers 
can be made. 

‘New Mexico militia was at Columbus 
48 hours after the call was made, and 
it has been in camp there ever since. 
I saw them as they detrained at Co- 
lumbus, some of them still in civilian 
clothes, some carrying grips and all 
just away from their regular employ- 
ments. I saw them again this week, 
after two months in camp, drilling, set- 
ting up pup' tents and doing all the 
work of a camp. To me they seem 
much nearer the regulation soldier than 
they were then. 

Physically Unfit Weeded Out. 


One reason for the improvement is 
that the army medical officers have 
weeded out the physically unfit. It 
would seem that the national guards- 
man should be subjected to the recruit 
examination of the regular army when 
he joins the militia, so that the militia 
would not waste its time on men who 
cannot enter the regular army, but this 
is not the case., New Mexico has lost, 
I am informed, 500, men out of approxi- 
mately 1000, but their places have been 
taken by newly enlisted men who could 
pass the tests. This has given them 
men more capable of taking on the 
soldierly air. 

Another reason for the improved ap- 
pearance is the association with regu- 
lars who know how to wear thir uni- 
forms, who carry themselves jauntily, 
and who take pride in their appearance 
and bearing. The militia, in its natural 
state, is inclined to be a bit slovenly. 


The chief reason is the work through 
which .the militia has been put, which 
was not nearly as hard as it should 
have ‘been, according to regulars, but 
which has averaged four hours a day 
drill, practives marches anu setting up 
exercises. This has started the transi- 
tion towards the regular, and this is 
the thing the regular officers consider 
most worth while. 


Mexicans 'Take the Oath. 


In weeding out the physically unfit, 
New Mexico lost many of its soldiers 
of Mexican blood, but when it came to 
taking the oath which makes them Fed- 
eral soldiers not a Mexican balked. 
Only four men refused to take the oath 
and they, all white Americans, are in 
the guard house. 

For a month, the New Mexicans have 
been doing the post work formely done 
by the regulars. This consists of out- 
post duty, interior guard, and all oth- 
er duties which look to the safety of 
the camp. It is doubtful if regular army 
officers would have permitted militia- 
men to take over these duties when they 
first came out. 

First Lieutenant Ben F. Ristine of the 
Twenty-third Infantry has been assigned 
to the New Mexico militia as mustering 
officer, and a noncommissioned officer 
of the regulars is helping them with 
their drills. Otherwise, there have been 
no schools for the militia officers, nor 
so far as I could learn, any strong at- 
tempt to induct them into the mysteries 
of the art of war, or into social intima- 
cy and acquaintance with the regular of- 
ficers. 

It cannot be denied: that nearly all 
army officers believe firmly that it re- 
quires a year or two hard training to 
make a soldier, and that to make an of- 
ficer is a life work. and they believe 
that any attempt to overcome either of 
these rules is a waste of time. They 
declare they have no time to waste. I 
have heard no nillitia officer complain 
of being treated in any manner objec- 
tionable, but the army men must be 
very tactful if they can conceal the feel- 
ing which exists, whether created con- 
aciously or unconsciously. 

Pretty Serviceable Organization, 

The New Mexico militia seems to me 
to be a pretty serviceable little organ- 
ization as it stands now, although I be- 
lieve the officers have devoted too much 
time to recruiting and too little to drill 
and training. Army men Bay they have, 
too. 

On a certain day orders were received 
by the militia at Columbus at 8 p. m. 
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to send a company to Elephant Butte 
Dam to aid the civil authorities in 
guarding that work. At 10:25 p. m. the 
company’s camp was clean as a pin. 
All tents and other equipment was 
loaded in their own wagons and the 
company, with 30 days’ provisions and 
1700 rounds of ammunition, was on its 
way. 

Again they received orders at II p. m. 
to send a squad of men for certain duty. 
Exactly 20 minutes later, 22 men, with 
full equipment and with emergency ra- 
tions and ammunition, were at head- 
quarters, a quarter of a mile away, 
ready for service. They went into Mex- 
ico and brought back some remounts. 
Both these instances show good speed 
and efficiency for troops in a base camp 
which is not supposed to be near the 
enemy. 

The New Mexico camp, when first 
pitched, was rather a sketchy thing. It 
showed the laxness and carelessness 
of the amateur. Now it is as neat and 
orderly with tents as well guyed and 
streets as clean as any on the border. 
The sanitary arrangements and condi- 
tions which are inspected daily by med- 
ical men of the regular army are as 
good as any. 

While these men have advanced, they 
have not done as well in the last two 
months as they should do in the next 
two. They have had the camp work to 
do; they have lost many of their part- 
lv trained men by the physical exam- 
ination. All have been vaccinated and 
have taken three “shots” of typhoid 
virus and this takes a man down a 
bit. But they have gained in weight 
almost to a man and they are in much 
better physical condition to do the 
things required of a soldier, such as 
long marcnes, hours of drill or work in 
the rifle pits. The rifle range is six 
miles away and the hike there and back 
is itself good practice. 


Larks to the Boys. 


Twice the militia has been called on 
for a company of men to go to Deming 
to police the town while Villista raiders 
were hanged and these rides over rough 
roads in motor trucks were great larks 
to the boys. 

One angle, which to the innocent by- 
stander is amusing, is that the regulars 
have looted the militia of all its ste- 
nographers and typewriter operators. 

In point of behavior, the militiamen 
have better records than the average 
regular organization of the same 
strength. There have been but five 
cases of the summary court, compara- 
ble to a police court, out of the 1000 men 
in'two months. It is a question whether 
the Massachusetts or Pennsylvania mi- 
litia, just arrived, will show as good a 
record, comparatively, after the same 
length of time. 

“They are a good-looking lot of 
men, said a regular officer of a com- 
pany of militia which was being 
marched out of Columbus in a dust 
storm to take practice in setting up dog 
tents, but I would hate to have to 
take them into Mexico.”’ 

Why?“ 

They are not knit together. They do 
not articulate as regulars do. An offi- 
cer must have men with whom he can 
work out problems and tricks as a 
player does chess. He must have men 
on whom he can rely to follow his or- 
ders, men perfect in drill, who will 
maneuver as well under fire as out in 
the parade grounds. They must be 
drilled until the drill is their first im- 
pulse, ahead of fear or rage or any- 
thing else. That is the only kind of 
men with which battles can be won. 
Given men of equal basic capacity, 10 
drilled men are worth 50 undrilled, and 
half-drilled men are nearly as bad. 

“How long will it take to make sol- 
diers of these men?“ 

“If they were in the regular army, 
we might get them in shape in a year, 
but this way—quien save.“

IMORE CHEMISTRY 


FATS PRESENTED 
NN ORPET TRIAL 


Defense Cross-Examines Toxi- 
cologist Who Analyzed Poison 
in Marion Lambert’s Stomach. 


WAUKEGAN, III., July 8.—The Or- 
pet jury, referred to by some of its 
members as a chemistry class, listened 
today to further questions and 
answers pertaining to the subject of 
cyanide of potassium. 

This is the poison with which Wil- 


liam H. Orpet is alleged to have mur- 
dered Marion Lambert. The witness 
was Dr. Ralph W. Webster, a toxicol- 
Ogist called in rebuttal by the State, 
and whose cross- examination re- 
mained unfinished last night. The 
questions were asked by Attorney 
Ralph Potter representing Orpet, and 
were designed to shake testimony 
given by the witness three weeks ago. 

“You testified on direct examination 
that Marion Lambert died of liquid 
cyanide of potassium. Have you 
changed your opinion since?“ asked 
Potter.

Rebuttal May Close Today. 

It was expected that the State would 
finish its rebuttal testimony before ad- 
journment tonight. In that event the 
argument will begin Monday. 

Dr. Webster admitted yesterday that 
he believed that the discovery by three 
other chemists that the substance found 
in Orpet ash heap was not cyanide of 
potassium at all, but cyanide of so- 
dium, with a faint trace of potassium 
cyanide, was correct. This did not alter 
the fact, however, that the only thing 
he positively knew' of his own knowl- 
edge was what his own analysis showed, 
namely, a substance containing 49 per 
cent cyanide of potassium. 

The technical point involved was the 
sufficiency of the analysis on which Dr. 
Webster based his important statement 
that the substance was 49 per cent 
potassium cyanide. He analyzed for 
cyanide and found it. Also he founa 
a trace of potassium. He ascertained 
by analysis the quantity of cyanide 
and from that merely calculated the 
amount of potassium. The «calculation 
proved wrong, according to tcstimony of 
three chemists introduced yesterday by 
the defense. Dr. Webster did ict lwo 
for sodium in the substance, but they 
did, and they found it was really cya- 
nide of sodium, with only a trace of 
potassium. 

1 had no interest in whether there 
was potassium or sodium; I was anal- 
yzing for cyanide, said the witness. 
“What I testified to as a State’s wit- 
ness was what I knew then; what I 
knew then and what I may believe now 
are two different things.“ 


Two Pounds to Kill. 

Answering a hypothetical question in 
which the analysis of the defense chem- 
ists was assumed to be correct, the wit- 
ness said that to get the cyanide of 
potassium which was found in Marion's 
stomach she would have had to have 
taken more than two pounds of the sub- 
stance taken from the Orpet ash heap, 
or to have drunk a two-quart solution 
made of it. 

“And how many two-ounce bottles 
would that require?“ asked Potter. 

The witness put pencil to paper and 
presently announced, “Thirty-two.” 

This bore on the State contention 
that Orpet brought the poison to Ma- 
rion in a two-ounce bottle. No such 
bottle ever was found, nor has there 
been any testimony that Orpet bought 
or had one. 

Mrs. Margaret Youker told how she 
had aided in an attempt by State’s At- 
torney Dady and his associate, David R. 
Joslyn, to trap Orpet into a confession 
shortly after his arrest.

Regiment rain jonah'“ that persistently 
has followed the organization during 
preceding encampments, may have 
proved a blessing to the sun-baked 
Laredo district yesterday afternoon. At 
any rate, the first real rain that has 
visited this section in nine months fell 
for three-quarters of an hour. 

It was followed by a light shower at 
5 o'clock, and at 7 in the evening the 
ceremony of retreat“ at camp was 
held in a few preliminary sprinkles. Of- 
ficial figures from Fort McIntosh show 
that one-tenth of an inch of rainfall 
was recorded for the afternoon. The 
guardsmen welcomed the rain with en- 
thusiasm. They shouted and many ran 
into company streets garbed in infor- 
mally light attire. Some were in no 
attire at all. 

Rain invariably has followed the en- 
campment of the regiment. It rained at 
Nevada after the regiment encamped 
and last year at Loutstana, Mo., it not 
only rained, but poured. The rain tem- 
porarily has allayed the ankle deep dust 
at the camp. 

Three heat prostrations were reported 
to the hospital corps yesterday morning 
during the daily “hike” to Belle Vista 
Heights, about three miles east of the 
camp.

The maximum temperature 
yesterday was 100 degrees at 3 o' clock.

ARMY HEADQUARTERS, Mexico, 
July 3, via mail to Columb N. M.. 
July 8.—Four of the Mexican bandits 
charged with helping Pancho Villa mur- 


der Americans at Columbus were bagged 
in a final roundup at Namiquipa at 
2:30 in the morning. Four cavalry 
troops silently filed out of camp. The 
arrangements were made so secretly 
that none except the camp commanders 
and the outposts knew that a daylight 
roundup had been arranged. 

Just a few hours before the party was 
organized word reached camp that the 
Villa men had come down out of the 
hills, where they had been hiding for 
several months. They came to get 
food, ammunition or medical attention. 
The intelligence officer of the organiza- 
tion was in possession of complete de- 
tails concerning their description and 
hiding places. 

Mongrel Sounds an Alarm. 

Namiquipa, a typical collection of 
Mexican adobe houses, is scattered 
along the sides of a stream which is 
about 6 inches deep at present, and 
swells to 6 feet in the rainy season. As 
the head of the column struck the creek 
a mongrel sent up a whining yell and a 
light appeared in the door of the first 
house on the outskirts of the town. A 
half-dressed Mexican took one look at 
the advancing column and retired with- 
out comment or investigation. The dag’s 
yelp sufficed to alarm all the kennels 
in the neighborhood. 

Speed took the place of silence. The 
troop dashed through the creek and 
started up the main street. A squad of 
eight men had been sent ahead to sur- 
round the house which harbored one of 
Villa’s former Lieutenants, whose foot 
had been wounded by an American bul- 
let. The bandit had returned to his 
mother’s home for medical attention. 
He was found in bed, nursing the 
wound. 

Half a mile from the plaza the troop 
white house, and the men were split 
into squads, with orders to surround 
it and allow no one to enter or leave 
it. This was the home of Cervantes, 
Villa's successor, who was killed three 
weeks ago. It is a pretentious house 
as houses go in the town. In the old 
days of regulated graft Cervantes had 
been a power in Namaiuipa in a more 
or less humane way. He was Tax Col- 
lector, which gave him a degree of 
power second only to that of Governor 
of the State. When the revolutionists 
became active and there were no more 
taxes, Cervantes became a patriot“ 
and joined Villa. 

Widow of Cervantes Found. 

A sharp rap at the door went unan- 
swered. The Lieutenant in command of 
the troops and his aid, an American 
scout, bolted over the side fence and 
started for the rear door. Mrs. Cer- 
vantes and her mother stood in the 
kitchen doorway watching a squad of 
troops, who covered them with rifles 
from the irrigation ditch, 2% yards 
away. 

We came to get the two men you 
have here,“ the American commander 
said to Mrs. Cervantes. 

There are no men here. You have 
killed the only man I had,“ the woman 
replied. 

The Americans began a systematic 
search of the house, while the younger 
woman stood by and watched without 
comment. The old woman walked up 
and down the yard constantly fingering 
her prayer beads. As the party was 
about to enter the last room, the old 
woman shrieked and Mrs. Cervantes 
attempted to block the doorway. 

“You shall not take them. They havo 
done nothing to you,” the bandit's wid- 
ow said. She was quickly brushed aside. 
Two little boys—aged 2 and 4—were nes- 
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tled together in a roll of blankets on 
the floor. 

“We shall not bother them,” the of- 
ficer said, adding, as he turned to his 
men: We'll have to move quickly if 
we are to do any business this morn- 

Search Is Kept Up. 

The column trotted a half a mile 
across country to a rambling adobe 
house which was already surrounded by 
a detachment. A great black man, the 
head of the house, assured the troops 
that no bandits were harbored there. A 
girl with a baby in her arms insisted 
that the man who was wanted had not 
lived there in many months. It devel- 
oped that the man was the husband of 
the girl and father of the child in her 
arms. She said she had not seen him in 
more than six months. The scout said 
the man had slept there the night be- 
fore und then led the party to a little 
place about two miles across the hills 
where he thought the remaining three 
being sought might be rounded up.

He wore a pair 
of trousers of American make, which 
are supposed to have been stolen at Co- 
lumbus. His wife, a half grown girl 
with a baby in her -arms, protested 
against the capture and bathed the baby 
ir, tears as her bandit husband was led 
away.

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Private interests in Cleveland, which are seeking 
the expansion of the eity's terminal facilities 
found that the so-called Nickel Plate line, which 
used to figure mych more in the railroad news 
of the country 20 years ago than it has recently, 
was in possession of strategic points and local 
territory advantageous in the view of Cleveland 
shippers.

It is planning to avoid even temporary 
handicap from a failure to make facilities keep 
pace with the increasing needs of the future. 

The significant point is that the purchase of 
nearly 600 miles of railroad connecting cities of 
the East with Chicago has its incentive in a mere- 
ly local situation and the value of the railroad’s 
Cleveland assets to that situation. It will undoubt- 
edly prove a profitable investment to the owners 
and a benefit to the community as a whole. 

The general features of the unusual transaction 
conveys a lesson to St. Louis, which would proba- 
bly be emphasized were the local and less obvious 
details examined. 

St. Louis has long had the great benefit of a 
unified terminal, which equalized advantages for 
shippers without reference to their location or 
distance from any specified center. Without not- 
able change in its physical appointments, the 
community value of this terminal has steadily in- 
creased. Its monopoly features have been elim- 
inated. Of its former oppressive and discrimi- 
natory practices virtually only the toll on coal 
remains. 

Into this St. Louis terminal situation, with its 
many favoring conditions and its few surviving 
shortcomings, the free bridge will soon enter as 
a factor. And it will always remain a factor. 
Nobody is going to propose that the city shal! sell 
it or that it shall otherwise be so disposed as to 
interfere with its full usefulness. 

It is a desire to enable this important factor 
to exert its greatest possible helpfulness that leads 
many thoughtful St. Louisans to urge that the mill 
tax windfall shall be devoted to the creation of a 
terminal auxiliary to the bridge. Each of the 
other railroad bridges has its own adjacent sys- 
tem of yards. Those of the new bridge should 
be under municipal control, as the bridge is itself. 

It would not be an expansion of facilities for 
which no future need would exist. Its leverage 
might be exerted in the present with particular 
reference to the coal toll. It ought to be as good 
an investment for the city as the Cleveland project 
is to private interests and equally beneficial to 
community welfare. 

It does not necessarily mean a disjoined ter- 
minal or the loss of any advantage now accruing 
from our unified terminal. Viewed properly, in 
the light of all its possibilities, it is a contribution 
to the larger conception of St. Louis’ centralized 
terminal of the future. 
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WHY? 

The question is asked why representatives of 
one of the contending factions of the Frisco 
stockholders have become ardent supporters of 
the gubernatorial candidacy of Mr. Atkinson, 
former chairman of the State Public Service Com- 
mission, which passed upon the Frisco reorganiza- 
tion plan. 

Well, why? 
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WHAT ONE MILLION MEANS. 

We read of a million great projectiles being 
fired in a day in the European war, of a million 
more men in Russia being called to the colors, of 
two million German soldiers dead or wounded 
since the conflict started—but does anyone, we 
wonder, really comprehend what the figures 
1 „000,000 mean? Here is the best illustration we 
can think of: 

Hostilities in the 2 struggle opened Aug. 
4, 1914, when the Kaiser's troops crossed the Bel- 
gian frontier and began the attack upon Liege. 
Namur, Louvain, Antwerp and the battle of the 
Marne—all these seem to have happened ages ago, 
and yet it was little more than a week since (June 
28, to be precise) that the war was 1,000,000 min- 
utes old. This coming Sunday, July 9, it will be 
1,015,840 minutes since the echo of the first gun 
sounded on the right bank of the Meuse. 
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MAKESHIFT HOME RULE. 

The Lloyd-George home rule plan for Ireland is 
a poor, patchwork thing. A bicameral Legislature 
is to sit at Dublin and in these times of the de- 
cadence of upper houses lacking a direct commis- 
sion from the people, the second branch is to con- 
sist of appointive members. 

The lower branch is to be made up of 78 of the 
Irish delegation of 103 to London, which 78 ac- 
cordingly will act in a dual capacity as local law- 
makers at Dublin and imperial lawmakers at 
Westminster. 

How much can be expected of a popular legis- 
lative body with 76 Nationalists and only two 
Ulsterites, whose jurisdiction is restricted terri- 
torlally to 25 counties, six being excepted, and 
constitutionally by divers limitations in which the 
paramountcy of the London Parliament is recog- 
nized? Of the various governing devices in ef- 
fect in multitudinous British dependencies scat- 
tered over the globe, this is the most illogical and 
nondescript. 

But as a beginning that may be elaborated by 
improvement later, the plan has deep interest. 
Ax the first official recognition given in more than 
118 years of Ireland’s right to self-government, it 
has importance. Obviously, some of its more gro- 
tesque features are due to the desire to avoid 
the distractions of a political campaign in war 
time, as its more illogical features are due to the 
necessity of compromising the differences of the 
antagonistic Irish factions. 

But predictions that it will be a failure are not 
to be made too confidently. One of the most un- 
workable things in the world, from the academic 
point of view, is the unwritten British Constitu- 
tion, and that has done fairly well up to date. 
And this inconsistent scheme of Irish home rule 


may prove workable. At any rate, it is the open-

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THE MURDER AT THE HOTEL PONTIAC. 
The pitiful details among the ascertained cir- 


cumstances of the murder at the Hotel Pontiac 
have deeply moved St. Louis. 

The victim was a young woman of remarkable 
physical perfectiop, according to the physicians. 
She is believed to have been a country girl, 
either resident for some months in or near the 
city or arrived here so recently that the tinge 
on her well-formed hands was caused by berry 
picking. Medical examination revealed a con- 
dition furnishing a motive for the homicide. 

If the man who should naturally have been 
her consoler and protector in a time of anxiety 
did not commit the crime, who did? Who else 
would have had so compelling an incentive as 
to murder her as she lay in a sleep as peaceful 
as that of a child? Of the perfidy and cowardice 
of such a crime, the verdict pronounced on him- 
self by one who repented its commission has for 
800 years been accepted by the world as the 
supreme expression: 

Methought I heard a voice cry 
more. 
Macbeth doth murder sleep! the innocent 


sleep, 

Sleep that knits up the raveled sleeve of 
care, 

The death of each days life, sore nature's 
bath, 

Balm of hurt minds. 


Will the murderer of the Hotel Pontiac him- 
self have difficulty in sleeping hereafter? The 
treachery of the deed seemingly does not yet 
agitate him. He carefully shaved in the room 
in which lay the corpse, to which death had come 
so nearly instantaneous as not to disturb the 
bodily composure of slumber. He took his de- 
parture from the hotel in the morning with as 
cheery a calmness as though he had enjoyed 
in a good night’s rest that “balm for hurt minds” 
he denied his companion. 

This extraordinary murderer must be hunted 
down. At large, the evil mind capable of so 
unhuman a crime is a menace to the community. 


* 
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THE WAR AND THE BRITISH FLUNEY. 

One writer exploring the fields in which the 
war may be expected to exert large influence 
reaches: a conclusion which other observers ap- 
parently have not thought of. This is a con- 
clusion respecting the servile class in England. 

How, he asks, can an Englishman who has as- 
sisted in the defense of the country in these heroic 
years ever become a butler? With what success, 
he asks further, in effect, can the ranks of ob- 
sequious footmen as known in the past ever be 
recruited in the future from the intrepid souls 
who responded to Kitchener‘s call? The British 
household servant of the past belonged to a dis- 
tinctive class. Nothing like him was known in 
any other country. If he is changed by the war 
into something sterner and more independent 
than the flunky of history and fiction it will be 
a change for the better. 

The writer who makes the prediction is the 
Bishop of London. There have been holders of 
this ecclesiastical position in the past who would 
have not discerned such a change or, if they did 
discern it, would have regarded it as a change to 
be bemoaned. The probable shiftings that will 
have their origin in the war are, accordingly, 
limitless. Among others on which it is having 
revolutionary effects are Bishops of London. 
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SHAW ON BELGIUM. 
In his usual entertaining style, George Bernard 


the United States to become the guarantor of 
Belgium’s neutral status after the war. He does 
not pretend to prophesy whether Germany will be 
defeated to such a degree as to be compelled to 
disgorge Belgium so that there would be a neutral 
status for us to guarantee. Nor does he suggest 
with what force we should back such a guarantee, 
in view of our present unpreparedness to back up 
anything. 

However, the gist of his article is an accusa- 
tion that Sir Edward Grey, the British Forejgn 
Minister, is unnecessarily prolonging the war on 
account of sentiment. He charges that Grey’s as- 
sertion that Great Britain must restore Belgium’s 
status quo, because the German invasion was out- 
rageous, is humbug. As Shaw picturesquely puts 
it: “If our own military success were at stake, 
we would violate the neutrality of heaven itself 
rather than give a German soldier a chance of 
setting foot in a Kentish lane.” He cites Greece 
as a proof of this assertion. 

But the one thing that Shaw ignores is that, if 
Grey and those who uphold his “obstinacy” with 
regard to Belgium have the popular support, it is 
not bevause Belgium was merely invaded, but be- 
cause of the manner of her violation. The world 
has not forgotten, nor will it soon forget, that 
campaign of “frightfulness” which deluged Bel- 
gium with the blood of noncombatants, put whole 
villages and cities to the torch and shocked the 
sensibilities of civilized people everywhere. To 
quote Cardinal Mercier: Hundreds of innocent 
men were shot. I possess no complete necrology, 
but I know that there were 91 shot at Aerschot, 
and that there, under pain of death, their fellow 
citizens were compelled to dig their graves. In 
the Louvain group of communes 176 persons, men 
and women, old men and sucklings, rich and poor, 
in health and sickness, were shot or burnt.” 

How, with this in mind, can Shaw compare the 
violation of Belgium's neutrality by Germany 
with the political and military coercion of Greece 
by the allies? What has Greece suffered, as com-

Reports of black rust damage in North 
Dakota sent local wheat futures up 3 
cents a bushel in the last half hour’s 
trading today, under an urgent buying 
movement from “shorts” and privi- 
lege traders, who were bearish on the 
market owing to the favorable Govern- 
ment report issued yesterday. Futures 
declined early and wher the news came 
prices were about steady as compared 
with yesterday’s closing. In the run to 
cover values advanced over 4 cents 
from the low_point of the day, but lost 
nearly 1 cent just before the close. 
Traders remembered the big black rust 
scare of 1904, and took no chances in 
we up short contracts over Sun- 
ay 

Corn futures averaged a fraction 
higher on firm cables. congestion in the 
July option and continued high tem 
wre without rain over the crop 


Firmness in oats followed the strength 
in corn, and less favorable crop re- 
ports. Trade in the grains was quiet, 
however. 

The Liverpool cable said: “The 
wheat market was dull but steady, 
with light American shipments as 
indicated by Bradstreet’s, offsetting 
the Government report. Spot market 
was steady, unchanged, with a fair 
demand, and Manitobas were steadily 
held. Cargo market steady, winters 
unchanged: Manitobas 1% dearer, 
with a fair demand and an incre 
demand for new winters when 0 
quality is assured, Atlantic 98 
are inclined easier. Native offers are 
lighter and arrivals smaller.

The 
corn market was steady, with Amer- 
ican and Plates both steadily held.

W. Snow’s report said. “The Gov- 
ernment report of 73,000,000 bu wheat in 
farm reserves July 1, makes it possible 
to approximate wheat supplies this year. 
As the result of an investigationin 1913, 
the Government estimates that farm 
stocks at the end of June represent 44 
per cent of the total old wheat in the 
country. Upon that basis, our carry- 
over stock of old wheat this year is 
168,000,000 bu, against 66,000,000 bu, dy 
similar calculation last year, or an in- 
crease of 102,000,000 bu. 

Taking the indicated crop this year 
at 759,000,000 bu, and the carry-over at 
168,000,000 bu, we have a total of 927,- 
000,000bu. Calling consumption and good 
requirements, 615,000,000 bu, we have an 
apparent surplus of 512,000,000 bu for ex- 
port and carry-over stocks.
